Mr. Goodhue reprobated the idea of a 
difcrimination, and liquidatiga. He obferv- 
ed, that.if che objeé js to take advantage of 
the depreciated rate of public fecurities, it 
will be wifeft co defer all further confideras 
tion on the fubject at pretent, tor the purpofe 
of availing ourfelves of a ftill lower rate of 
depreciation. 

Mr. Scott enforced the general ideas of his 
former fpeech, and to juftify the fentiment 
adduced fundry, inftances of the condu& of 
the parliament of Great-Britain, in erafing 
houfes and making high ways over the places 
where they ftood, and other invafions of pri- 
vate property---he contended the debt ftood 
on a fimilar footing with other contracts on 
which queftions of equity and ,juftice may 
arife and be determined with the preatett 
propriety.

Did they confider them as a contrat to be 
made good agreeable to the terms expreffed 
in the bills they received ? no fir, they did 
not ; how did they eftimate their value? why, 
fir, taking into confideration the ciccumflan- 
ces of their country at the moment they had 
compleated and eftablifhed its independence 4

National ANembly.—Saturdan Nov. 14. 

A propofition was read from the province 
of Anjou, offering a commutation in lieu of 
the Ghbelle, che full amount of that tax. 

This gave rife to a debate on a general 
eommutation of the Gabelle, which was in- 
terrupted by the arrival of Mr. Neckar. : 

He read a memorial, tating, that notwith- 
‘Standing the facrifices which had been made, 
there would be occafion for go millions over 
and above the produce of the taxes for che 
fervice of the year 1790—and for 80 milli- 
ons, to make good the fums due ‘vo the Caife 
d Eftompte, without which chat bank could 
not fulfil its engagements. 

To provide for thefe fums, he propofed 
eftablifhing a national bank, and incorporat- 
ing the Caiffe d’Efcompte, with it; chat 150, 
@co0,000 fhould be fubicribed by the new 
company ; on which capital, added to that 
of the capital of the Caife d’Efcompte, 
nores, not exceeding 240 millions, fhould 
be iffued ; that the national faith fhould be 
folemnly pledged for the credit of this bank 
and fix commifiioners appointed, by the na- 
tional aflembly, to take care chat the funda- 
mental rules of it be never departed from. 

He concluded with requefting, that the 
affembly, in difcuffing this plan, would not 
be influenced by oao iNe in the propofer, 
bat by:fuch lights and information as vigo- 
rous inquiry, and the national reprefenta. 
tives, coald nor fail to afford.

c Legiflators by overlooking facts, Jome- 
times trouble themfelves to fettle principles, 
when there is no occafion for them.” 
T firtt object to be regarded in the 

examination of a practical fubject, 
is to afcertain all the facts which relate to 
ic. lf this rale were ftri&ly obferved, 
many of the debates which take place in 
public aflemblies would be avoided. 
There is no error to which men are more 
liable, than taking things for granted which 
arenot true. Mittakes of this kind expofe 
people to much painful reflection; ard 
produce a warmth and altercation of de- 
bate ta no ufeful purpofe. Why fhould 
one perplex himfelt to affign a caufe for an 
effect which exifts only in imagination ? 
why fhould we attempt to apply a remedy 
to an evil, before we examine the facts, 
and determine whether the evil we pro- 
pole to redrefs, has any exiftence. A man 
muft feel in an aukward fituation, who 
having employed feveral days in the dif- 
cuffion of principles, fhould find that the 


‘cafe, to which he meant to apply them, 


was merely a creature of fiction. 

I can better illuftrate my ideas by a 
Specific example, than by general reflec- 
tions, The very important queftion dif- 
cuffed in a refpectable affernbly is not re- 
mote fromthe purpofe. I allude to the 
difcuffion relative to a difcrimination be- 
tween original and purchafing holders of 
public certificates. It does not come 
within the defign of my fpeculation? to 
enter into political difputes, and I fhall 
wave a confideration of the principles that 
were ‘adduced, in fupport of either fide of 
the queftion, The debates on the occa- 
fion difcovered good talents at inveftiga- 
tion. The remarks were judicious, and 
the reafoning ingenious. But it was evi- 
dent that the fpeakers were not generally 
acquainted with thofe facts that were the 
ground work of the whole bufinefs, 

The point to be determined was, whe- 
ther original creditors had any demand in 
juttice for the indemnification of the loffes 
incurred by the transfer of their certifi- 
cates. It was pretended that the affignee 
ought to relinquifh part of the fum ex- 
preffed on the face of the certificate, for 
the benefit of the original holder, A 
compromife, ic was urged, ought to be 
made between them, and the property di- 
vided. This pretence was founded on 
two premifes, which many of the fpeakers 
conceived to be facts, without any enqui- 
ry into the matter. 

One of thefe fuppofed fa&s is, that ori- 
ginal holders have generally fold thtir fe- 
curities at about one cighth part of their 
nominal value. 

The other is, that they were compeled 
by neceffity thus to difpofe of their fecu- 
rities, 

Few of the fpeakers, in the examination 
of the fubjeét, expreffed any doubt of the 
propriety of taking thefe fuppofitions for 
undifputed faéts, By a mifconception of 
the real ftace of the cafe, there was a moft 
anxious effort to reconcile a difference of 
opinion, which would not have exifted at 
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It may be propel M the firit place to 
enquire who have 6, the principal lofers 
by the flu&uating price of public fecuri- 
Fities. 

And, fecondty what were the c¢aufes 
that generally induced original creditors 
to transter their certificates, : 

To'the firt of thefe points, I reply that 
if the government pays the poffeffor of a 
certificate, the amount expreffed on the 
face of it, no clafs of creditors will fuffer 
‘an undue proportion of lofs. In fuch a 
decifion all the creditors whether real or 
imaginary fhould be put into claffes, and 
an opinion formed upon an aggregate view 
of each clafs, Some individuals in each 
divifion will no doubt be found to have 
been diftinguithed fufferers ; but I believe 
if the loffes are fairly ftated among the 
feveral claffes, the difference will be too 
little to agitate the public mind with de- 
vifing a mode of redrefs. For fetting a- 
fide the quettion of the jultice or injuftice 
of an interference of the government, the 
cafes of real injury are too few to céntti- 
tute any claims for general remedy. Ie is 
not probable that a twentieth part of the 
domeftic debt is held under fuch circum- 
ftances as to render it a doubt, viewed ei- 
ther on principles of juftice, or fentiments 
of generofity, whether any perfons, but 
the prefent holders, fhould receive the 
payment. 

It admits of a tolerable degree of dem- 
on{tration, that the original creditors, who 
have alienated their fecurities, have fold 
them on anaverage of twelve thillings &fix 
pence on the pound. As they have a 
long time had the benefit of the money, 
their fituation is not lefs favorable than 
the prefent holders, Jc will here be ob- 
ferved, that many perfons have in fa& 
fold fecurities at two fhillings and fix 
pence on the pound; and it may beafked 
what defcription of perfons fold at this 
low rate.

Thofe who fold at the loweft 
ebb of ftécks, and fuftained the principal 
lofs, were generally early purchafers and 
noe original holders.

' The mot confiderable branch of the 
domettic debt, con fifts of loan certificates. 
Thefe mut have fold without any dif- 
count, during the whele period that the 
loans were opened. It’ is evident thar 
while the United States were daily mak- 
ing new loans, certificates muft have been * 
negociated at par; for ifa perfon could 
purchafe’at market, at any given difcount, 
why fhould he lodge his money at an of- 
fice and cake out fecurities at par. The 
fact proves itfelt, that while, the public 
could fell certificates at par; no pérfon 
was compelled to fell at much difcount. 
The principal transfers that originat hold- 
ers of fuch certificates have made, muft 
have been while they cominanded a good 
price, i 

The army debt is that, in which, the 
principal injury is fuppofed to have bap- 
pened to the original claimants. ‘There 
are perhaps more hard cafes among the 
foldiers than among any other .portion of 
the creditors; bue fill the aggregate ae 
mount of their lofs is motto confiderable 
as has been imagined, The foldiers of 
the main army have not generally any 
reafon to complain. They anticipated 
their pay long before it was received, and 
obtained from eighe to ten fhillings on the 
pound. There were many traders and 
{fpeculators about the main army, who 
raifed a competition in the purchafes, thag 
operated in favor of the foldier, Thole 
troops that were detached from the main 
army, had not the benefit of felling to 
fpeculators, in fuch feafon, as to obtain 
the beft price, It happened unfortunate 
for the fouthern army under the command 
of general Greene, that they were not ia 
a country, where adventurous monied men, 
fpeculated in public paper. By’ this 
means, that part of the army made great 
facrifices, in the difpofal of theie fecuri- 
ties. This was unavoidable; but 1 does 
not authorife a conclufion that other cred- 
itors who were not fo ficuated, fufered 
fimilar inconvemencies. As thefe fatts 
are generally known co men of obfervation, 
I have no occafion to enlarge. 

In my next number, 1 will examine 
the queltion, whether original creditors 
have generally been compelled by neceliiq= 
ty to fell their certificates.

However folicitous congrefs may, be for 
public credit as the indifpenfable means 
of maintaining the future profperity of the 
nation, they mult not lay themfelves open 
to opinions that they have done more than 
the prefervation of public credit requires. 
An enquiry fhould be inftituted to deter- 
mine the fubltantial juftice of the original 
contra&t, for public credit requires no 
more to be rendered to any man, whether 
a purchafer, a lender, or a renderer offer- 
vices, Gratitude may fúggelt more, but 
public credit will be completely maintain- 
ed by the performance of fubftantial juf- 
vice fairly and accurately afcertained, Far 
be it from rulers of a generous people to 
Rill the hallowed voice of gratitude ; but 
_ let us fufpend our obedience to irs dictates 
till the more facred requifions of juftice 
be fulfilled. It may be neceffary to exem- 
plify the idea here contemplated. Many 
contratts formed in Auguft 1777, for ex- 
ample, between che United States and in- 
‘dividuals, which, by the prefent regula. 
tions, are confidered as fpecie, though it 
is a fact eafily to be afcertained, that the 
money by which the obligation was creat- 
ed in fome inftances, and in which it could 
have been juftly difcharged in all the reft, 
was really and truly worth but 25 to 40 
per cent. Does then fubftantial juftice 
require more to be paid? Dnes public 
credit require more to be funded ? Will 
a well informed confcience permit the 
holders of the certificate to aik more ? 
Will a wife legiflator, with a perfe& idea 
of public faith, if at the fame time he has 
a due regard for the eafe and property of 
the people, confent to give more. Jf 
congrefs fhould finally allow one hundred 
dollars in fpecie for that which in no way 
whatever would have brought, on the day 
of the contra&t, more than thirty ‘or forty 
dollars, will chey manifeft co their confti- 
tuents and to foreign nations, the neceffa- 
‘ry abilicy to eftimate the true value of 
their obligations, and a fafficiency of that 
prudent regard to economy, which, while 
at 18 perfedtly reconcilable with ftri& and 
fubftancial juftice, is indifpenfably ne- 
eeffary to preferve the public confidence ? 
Will they not appear willingly to facrifice 
their conftituents toa fwoln demand of 
miftaken or miftated juftice ? Let us con- 
fider what will be the conlequence of fuch 
epinions arifing among foreigners, It is 
to be feared that they will think us an in- 
confiderate or neceffitous nation, with 
whom any terms may be made tor ready 
money ; or that our councils are corrupt- 
e1, and that from venal caufes hath pro- 
eeeded a law, which, while it grants them 
unneceflarily 60 or óg per. cent. provides 
che fame for fecret owners of certificates 
among the members of our government. 
Let us alfo well confider what would be 
the confequence of fuch opinions thould 
they arife among the people of America. 

If an examination were carefully made 
into the operation of this uaexceptionable 
couch fone of fubftancial juftice, upon 
the various debts of che union and of the 
Garces, a great and rightful reduction of 
their immeafe amount will be the confe- 
quence. Let ie not be daid that ic will 
producs too much delay, for juitice is che 
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objec. Let not an ill-judged economy 
of time occafion a profulion of public moa 
ney, Let not the hufbandman be twice 
condemned to pay, by the {wéat of his 
brow, the debts occafioned by the late 
diftrefsful war.

~T hat the debts contracted by the Unit- 


ed States were for loans of money, fup- 
plies of articles, neceffary for the public 
wants, and for atual ferviĉe rendered im 
different employments. Thefe debts were 
ultimately adjufted and reduced to their 
prefent transferable form, Every part of 
the contract was effential to ic: The ne- 
Gociation was a material part, and the na- 
ture of the contra& was frequently recog- 
nized by the late government. That in 
1783,congrefs recommended certain funds 
to be eftablifhed to pay the intereft and 
put the principal in a courfe of difcharge, 
This recommendation was unequivocal, 
as to the nature of it, and made no dif- 
crimination between the poffeffor and the 
original holder. The fubfequent condué 
of that body was conformable to this re- 
commendation. They annually called on 
the ftates to furnifh money to pay the in- 
tereft, without difcriminating between the 
original holder and prefent poffeffor. 
They paid intereft on the fecurities, with- 
out making any difcrimination, Provi- 
fion has been made for holders of loan 
office certificates, that were fubjeét to li- 
ee to have them cancelled and o- 
thers iffued for the fpecie value. And the 
holders of certificates were enabled to 
have them regiftered to guard againft ac- 
cidents ; and no diftin&tion was made be- 


.tween the original holder and the alienee. 


The transferable nature of the claim was 
for the benefit of the creditor, becaule it 
gave itan aCtive value. He confented to 
take it, and confulted his own advantage. 
The conduct of the late congrefs, fince 
the war, has been uniform in the fupport 
of this contraét, and they have done no 
att to impair its obligation according to 
the terms it, This contra& is valid a- 
gaint the government ; for, notwithftand- 
ing the truth of mr. Madifon’s obferva- 
tion, that the nation was the fame though 
the bodies that adminiftered the govern- 
ment were different—there is yet a far 
greater fecurity ; and to remove all doubt, 
a claufe is inferted inthe confticution, that 
made all debts and engagements, valid a- 
gainft the United States under the late 
general government, valid again{t the pre- 
fert. 

He further obferved, that this contra& 
having defeended upon the government, 
there is no right in the legiflature to im- 
pair the force ofic. The particular go- 
veraments are reftrained from paffiag 
laws impairing the obligations of contract 
between the individuals when the certifi- 
cates were transferred , and it will not 
be pretended that the fates are prohibit.

have produced payment. If there was an, 
impofition, the public occafioned it ; and 
between the original holder and the pub- 
lic, there night bomclaiin for retribution, 
Public faith is as facredly pledged to the 
bearer, or prefent poffeffor, as to the oris - 
riginal creditor. ‘ Public credit refults 
from fair and upright conduét : and the 
government, to fupport it, muft perform 
its contracts, This is a contrac: recog- 
nized by them, and as fuch should be dif- 
charged, The fituation we have been in 
made it proper for us to be cautious on 
this {ubjeét ; and even at prefent people 
doubt our difpofition to eftablifh our cre- 
dit. ‘This would give a fatal blow to it. 
Much has been faid about. public opinion. 
Public opinion is difficult to be afcertain- 
eds gentlemen have different modes to 
determine it.

Explicutions of the plan propofed by the fecre- 
tary at war for regulating the militia of the 

United States. 

LTHOUGH the fubftantia] political 
A maxim, which requires perfonal fer- 
vice of all the members of the communi- 
ty for the defence of the ftate, is obliga- 

” cory under all forms of fociety, and is the 
main pillar of a free government ; yet the 
degrees thereaf may vary, at the different 
periods of life, confiftently with the gen- 
eral weltare. The public convenience 
may alfo diftate a relaxation of the gener- 
al obligation, as ic refpects the principal 
magiftrates and the minifters of jultice and 
of religion, and perhaps fome religious 
fects: but ic ought to be remembered, 
that meafures of national importance nev- 
er fhould be fruftrated by the accommo- 
dation of individuals, 

The military age has generally com- 
menced at fixteen, and terminated at the 
age of fixty years ; but the youth of fixteen 
do not commonly attain fuch a degree of 
robutt ftrength, as coenable them to fuftain, 
without injury, the hardfhips incident to 


‘ the field ; therefore the commencement 


of military fervice is herein fixed at eigh- 
teen, and the termination, as ufual, at Gx- 
ty years of age, 

As the plan propofes, that the militia 
fhall be divided into three capi-claffes, and 
that each clafs fhall be formed into legions 
the reafons for which fhall be given in 
fucceffion. 

The advanced corps, and annual camps 
of difcipline, are inflituted in order to in- 
troduce an operative military fpirig in the 
community ; to eftablith a courfe of hon- 
orable military fervice, which will, at the 
fame time, mould the minds of the young 
men to a due obedience of the laws, in- 
Struc them in the art of war, and by the 
manly exercifes of the field, form a tace 
of hardy citizens, equal to the dignified 
taf of defending their country. 

An examination into the employments 
and obligations of the individuals com- 
pofing the fociety, will evince the impof- 
fibility of diffufing an adequate knowledge 
of the art of war by any other ineans than 
a courte of difcipline during the period of 
non-age. The time neceffary to acquire 
this important knowledge, cannot be af- 
forded at any other period of life, with fo 
little injury to the public or private inter- 
efts, : 

Without defcending to minute diftint- 
tions, the bady of the people of the Unit- 
ed States may be divided into two parts. 
The yeomanry of the country, and the men 
of various employments, refident in towns 
and cities ; in both parts it is ufual for the 
male children from the age of fourteen to 
twenty-one years, to learn fome trade or 
employment, under the direction of a pa- 
tent or malter. In general the labor or 
fervice of the youth, during this period, 
befides amply repaying the trouble of tu- 
ition, leaves a large profit to the tutor. 
This circumftance is ftated to thew that 
no great hardfhip will arife in the firk op- 
eration of the propofed plan, a licele prac- 
tice willrender che meafure perfe&ly equal 
and remove every difficulty. - 

-Youth is the time for the ftate to avail 


v 
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icfelf of thofe fervices, which ic has a right 
to demand, and by which it is to be invi- 
gorated and preferved ; in this feafon the 
paffidris and affections areftrongly infi- 
enced by the fplendor of military parade. 


The impreffions the mind receives will 


be retained through life. Thé young 
man will repair, with pride aid pleafure, 
to the field of exercife; while the head of 
a family, anxious for its general welfare, 
and perhaps its immediate fubftance, will 
reluctantly quit his domeftic duties for a- 
ny length of time. 
The habits of induftry will be rathér 
ftrenothened than relaxed by the eftablish- 


ment of the annual camps of difcipline; as_ 


all the time will be occupied by the vari: 
ous military duties. Idlenefs and diffipa- 
tion will be regarded as difgraceful, aiid 
punifhed accordingly. As foon as the 
youth attain the age of manhood; a nature 
al folicicude to eftablifh themfelvés in the 
fociety, will occur in its tull force, The 
public claims for military fervice, will bé 
too inconfiderable to injure their induftry. 
Te will be fufficiently ftimulated tó proper 
exertions, by the profpects of opulence; 
attending onthe cultivation of a fertile 
foil, orthe purfuits of a produ€tive com- 
merce. 

It is prefumed that thirty days annual- 
ly during the eighteenth and nineteenth, 
and ten days during the twentieth year, is 
the leaft time that ought to be appropri- 
ated by the youth, to the acquifition of the 
military art, The fame number of days 
might be added during the twentieth, as 
during the two preceding years, were not 
the expence an objection. 

Every means will be provided by the 
public to facilitate their military educa- 
tion, which it is propofed fhall be an in- 
difpenfable qualification of a free citizen : 
therefore they will not be entitled to any 
pay. But the officers being of the main 
corps, are in a different predicament ; 
they are fuppofed to have paffed through 
the courfe of difcipline required -by the 
laws, and to be competent to inftru& o- 
thers in the military art. As the public 
will have but fmall claims for perfonal 
fervices on them, and as they muft incur 
confiderable expences to prepare them- 
felves to execute properly their refpective 
offices, they ought to be paid while on ac- 
tual duty. 

As foon as the fervice of the youth ex- 
pires in the advanced corps, they are to 
be enrolled in che main corps. On this 
occation, the republic receives difciplined 
and free citizens, who underftand their 
public rights and are prepared to defend 
them, 

The main corps is inftituted to preferve 
and circulate, throughout the community, 
the military difcipline, acquired in the 
advanced corps; to arm the people, and 
fix firmly, by practice and habit, thok 
forms and maxims which are effential to 
the life and energy ofa free government. 

The referved corps is initicuced to pre- 
vent fen being fent to the field, whofe 
firengrh is unequal to faftain the feveri- 
ties of an active campaign. 

But by organizing and rendering them 
eligible for domeftic fervice, a greater 
proportion of the younger 3 ` robuft part 
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of the cothmunity may be enabled, in cafe 
es of neceflity, to encounter the more urp:, 
ent duties of war. 7 

It would be difficult, previoufly to thé 
actual formation of the annual camps of 
difcipline, to afcertain the number in each 
ftate of which it would be compofed, Thé. 
frontier counties of feveral ftates are thin.’ 
ly inhabited, ard require all their internal 
force for their immediate defence, Theré 
ave other infant fettlements from which ig 
might be injurious to draw away their, 
youths annually, for the purpofe of difeis 

ine, 

P No evil would refult; if the eftablitha 
inent of the advanced corps, fhould be 
omitted in fuch diftriéts for a few years, 
Befides; the forbearance, in this refpeé, 
would leffen the expence and render the 
inftitution thore compatible with the pube 
lic finances. 

The feveral fate legiflatures, therefore; 
as beft underftanding their local interefts, 
might be invefted with a difcretionary 
power to oimit the enrollments far the ad: 
vanced corps ift fuch of their frontier; 
and thinly inhabited counties, as they may 
judge proper.

Mr. White faid that he felt himfelf ra- 
ther in a difagreeable ficuation, when he a- 
rofe to oppofe a propofition which was 
countenanced by fo many refpectable pat- 
rons. Hethoughe the original propofi- 
tion on the table, would however be lefs 
exceptionable by the adoption of the as 
mendment propofed by his colleague (mr. 
Madifon) becaufe it would remove fome 
of the difficulties that otherwife would res 
fult from it. , 

In ftating his objections, he remarked, 
that if he underftood the meaning and 
force of the propoficion, it would have 
this efe, that the ftares who have made 
exertions and nearly paid the whole pro- 
portion of the federal debe fhould, nots 
withftanding, contribute to the payment 
of the delinquencies of others, this apa 
pears to him to be unjuk. To have a 
right view of the matter, none of the ftates 
could properly be confidered as creditors 
of the union, unlef they had coneributed 
ina greater degree than was required of 
them, ia proportion to their wealth and 
number of citizens, To illufteace this ar- 
gument, he would fuppofe that the propors 
tion of the expence sor Maffachufects and 
Virginia thould each be 16 millions-~thea 
if Matiachufetts kall advance 15 millions, 
fhe would be a creditor of g, Whereas if 
Virginia had advanced ne more than the 
ro millions, chen fhe would have paid ne 

„more than her juft proportion, and could 
have no demand on the unioa—Again, if 
the had advanced no more than § millions, 
fhe would july owe s millions, which 
cougrefs could not afiuaie to pay without 
injury to che other.

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$ oportion, that fhould be affumed by the 
union, and ao other, Fie had alfo an‘ob- 
jeétion tọ the amendment, by which a 
‘dowr was to be opened for all claims ; this 
might indutethe ftates to bring forward 
claims whereby: the public debt might be 
unduly inereafed. For the ftates general- 
ly thinking themfelves creditors, it would 
create a jealouly, and there would be a ge- 
neral fearching for and admitting claims, 
to the great injury of the union. This 
inconvenience he thought would refult, 

Other inconveniencies might proceed 
from this circumftance; in fome of the 
ftates the creditors might refufe to accept 
the propofal, he thought this would be 
the cafe in Virginia, becaufe in that fate 
their debts were all funded at 6 per cent. 
and the intereft regularly paid :—fuppof- 
ing this event to take place, what would 
be the confequence? would the ftate of 
Virginia haveto levy ataxto pay this in- 
tereft, and at the fame time Contribute to 
pay that ot the other ftaces-——difficulties 
might arife on this ground, that to him 
appeared ferious. 

It appeared to be the intention of the 
houfe to fund all the debt, and to make 
no arrangement for the difcharge thereof ; 
this he could not approve of.—Perpetuat- 
ing a public debt, he did not conceive ad- 
vantageous to any country. 

Gentlemen feemed dazzled with the 
fplendor of Greatbritain, fuppofing her 
profperity is owing to her debts ; but the 
reverfeis the cafe—ic was her profperous 
fituation which enabled her to fupport her 
debts that her wealth and power were 
owing to the fpirit and indultry of the in- 
habitants to her natural advantage of 
foil, climate, and fituation, and the great 
fecurity of property under a free conftitu- 
tion; that However were he an Englifh- 
man, he fhould tremble for the event; 
fure he was, that ata period not very re- 
mote, the nation muft fink under the 
weight of the debt, or it muft be wiped 
with a fpunge to the ruin of thoufands, 

The fame confequence might fol- 
low the perpetuation of the debt in thefe 
ftates, though the period might be more 
remote, If the ftates were left to them- 


felves they would purfue meafures to ex-. 


tinguifh the debts; this was an object de- 
firable to accomplihh. 

The fate of Virginia he knew had ex- 
tinguifhed morethantwo millions of dollars 
of her public debt. But Virginia was not 
alone, there were other ftates he believed 
‘that ad alfo effeéted a confiderable dimi- 
nution of cheir debe. 

Ic had been urged, he faid, as an argu- 
mentin favor ofthe meafure, chat unlefs 
thefe debts were aflumed, that fome of 
the ftates would be induced to lay excifes, 
and thereby put it out of the power of 
government to raife money from that 
fource 3---but the excife and the impoft 
weuld not do =no adequate provifion for 
the payment of the interet could be 


drawn.from thefe fources—The fecretary 


had propofed to raife the duty in various 
articles---but his calculation did not reach 
a provifion for the ftare debts; he had 
only contemplated thofe of the union. 
Hlow then was the ftate debts to be pro-. 
vided for 2,’ would congrefs levy a lam- 
tax? -As to raifing the impoft, ic was a 
meafure he dreaded ;'as che duties now ftood 
he believed there were no attempts to e- 
vade them by lmugeling,———bue if they 
were railed, the reverfe would take place s 
aad if the people once became habituaced 


to fmugeling, it would ‘be jmpnflible at 
any futere day to reform th fry - en by 
lowering the duties, With-‘more/Q? di- 
rect taxes, he withed thient poft,-ce to 
confider how that wouïa oe reysned thro’ 
‘out the union---he thought it. would be 
contrary to the general fenfe of the people. 
When they accepted the confti,ution it is 
true they knew it contained power to levy 
taxes; but it was not expected that this 
power would be exercifed in the prefent 

tuation of the country.---It would leffen 
the influence of the ftates---they would be 
reduced a degree lower than they fhould 
be, while at the fame time the general gov- 
ernment would be elevated on their ruin, 
This would be unjuk and impolitic. 
The freedom and happinefs of America 
depended as effentially on the ftate govern- 
ments as the general government-———~ per- 
haps more fo, It was an interference be- 
tween a Rate and its citizens; and attache 
ing them to the general government witb- 
out the confent of the fate. 

Ithad been faid by a gentleman from 
Newyork that ic was eafier for one body 
to draw forth the refources of the commu- 
nity than for a diftin& number of legifla- 
tures---this was true; but he afked if it 
would be adminiftered gn the principles 
of freedom and independence, Congrefs 
may be properly the fupreme council, but 
notthe fupreme tegiflature of the United 
States. Their legiflative powers were 
circum{cribed and confined to particular 
objects. Becaufe it might be more con- 
venient, it did mot follow that congrefs 
fhould for that reafon exercife tych autho- 
rity. 

It has been urged as a reafon for the af- 
fumption of thefe debts, that the conti- 
mental fecurities had been purchafed at 
low rates, and had centered principally in 
populous citiess—-and that the people 
would not be fatisfed to pay taxes for 
them, and have their money continually 
drawn into thefe cities-----unlefs the ftate 
debts were adopted, whereby the taxes 
would go back again into the remote parts 
of the country. 

He faid he was fenfible that the people 
would very ill brook the payment of tax- 
es when they faw the amount flow into 
the hands of a few individuals. That he 
had mentioned this in a former debate, and 
which would have been remedied had a 
mode which he thought equitable to rene 
der them diffufive been adopted. But chat 
meafure was overruled :---the prefent he 
thought unjuft and therefore could not a- 
gree to it. 

It had been faid that the legiflature of 
Southcarolina had declined making pto- 
vion for her creditors, in expeation 
that congrefs would affume her debts----- 
he did noc doubt the intelligence------ bug 
how the legiflacure of-a ftate could con- 
ceive that congrefs wouldaffume topay her 
debts was to him extraordinary----fure he 
was that congrefs had never expreffed fuch 
an idea, and he hoped that things had not 
yet taken thag turn, that whatever was 
devifed in, the cabinet, fhould be agreed to 
in the leguiflacure----No regard therefore 
ought ¢o be paid to what Southcarolina 
had done, 

Bue a gentleman from Maffachufetts 
fupppofed chat it would not leffen the in- 
fluence of the tate government, that, on 
the contrary, i£ would be an advantage to 
them.---Thatic was an old doftiine, out 
of debt, out of danyer.---Butthe meafure 
did nut place the fates out of debt---they

EW men perhaps are aware of the ‘ad- 
9 vantages a republican form of govern- 
ment affords à peaple more than are or can 
be enjoyed in monarchical governments, 
where honors defcend in hereditary fuc- 
ceffion, But in a well regulated republic 
virtue is the road to honor, and merit the 
réquifite for preferment. s 

From inattention however, a republic 
fometime fuffers merit to droop in obfcur- 
icy, or from too copious a flow of grati- 
tude for duty well executed, lavifhly pour 
honors and emolument on an individual, 
till he fecretly blufhes at the condu& of 
his countrymen, in paing by others to 
heap honors upon him, while numbers 
among the croud were con{picuoufly well- 
gifted, and needed only to be dragged 
from the vale of obfcuricty, to render their 
merits equally evident. 

Errors of this kind are too frequent in 
this and every other ftate (I might nearly 
venture to fay town) to evade Critical, or 
even common perception entirely. It is 
frequent in large and {mall communities, 
but we are fometimes at a lofs to determ- 
ine whether fuch condu& is co be blamed 
or pitied: As was the cafe with a re{pecta- 
ble community in Conne€ticuc, the cir- 
eumftances of whofe kory, however inap- 
plicable to Bennington, may nevertherlefs 
apply fomewhere within the extenfive cir- 
cuit of your paper. 

A certain John Gardner, for his penetra- 
tion, and the purity of his morals, was 
highly efteemed by all his neighbours ; 
early in life he was appointed a fergeant

Mr. KoLrLocg, 
Pafe to publifh the following fcheme for paye 
ing bbe domeflic debt of the United States. 
ET bank notes be given to thofe that 
have certificates, the notes drawing 
intereft of three per cent. per annum. The 
notes fhould be fome of ten dollars, of 
twenty, of thirty, of fifty, of eighty, of 
an hundred, and of five hundred. They 
Should pafs as money, be received for all 
payments in the treafury, fhould be pare 
of the pay of all officers of government, 
members of congrefs, &c. There thould 
be an officer in every ftate, with a treafur- 
er Or commiffioner, to pay the annual inte- 
reft on the notes that fhauld be brought 
to him, and enter the payment on the 
note, for which he fhould receive fix cents 
out of the intereft of every note under 50 
dollars, and nine cents for every note from 
50 to 200 dollars, and twelve cents for 
each note above 100, all which fhould be 
kept back out of the intereft that was due 
onthe notes. Half a million dollars of 
thefe notes that came into the treafury 
fhould be burnt annually. When a note 
fhould be fo worn or defaced as to need 
repairing, the treafurer fhould exchange 
it for a mew one, for which purpofe he 
fhould always have new ones by him, 
which he fhould date as he iffued therm out; 
and for each note changed, fhould receive 
twelve cents, deduéted out of the intereft 
due on the note : the defaced ones to be 
burnt in a proper manner.—Each treafur- 
er fhould give fufficient fecurity for his 
trutt in office. All the new notes put in- 
to his hands for exchanging, fhduld be 
charged to him, and he be credited for all 
the old detaced ones that he receives and 
returns to congrefs. Ie is fuppofed that 
the interet which they draw, and their 
being received into the treafury, with the 
finking five hundred thoufand dollars in a 
year, will keep the notes in good credit ; 
and that the drawback of the intereft will 
neatly pay the treafurers for entering the 
intereft, and alfo for printing the new 
notes, 

This method would pay the domeftic 
debt much the fame as if paid in cafh, the 
notes paffing as cafh. 

There may be obje€tious to this fcheme, 
but I think noc unanfwerable. It may be 
afked where we fhall get the money to 
pay the intereft of thefe notes. 1 anfwer, 
we could pay the three per cent, ealier 
than we can pay the fx per cent, which 
they now bear, and which muft fome way 
be difcharged, or the government defraud 
its creditors, I might further obferve, 
that ic is well known that we have the 
impott, the tonnage duty, the poltofiice, 
and fale of sew lands to help ourfelves 
with ; and if nothing elfe will do, a tax 
upon the inhabitants. But I fuppofe the 
ftrongeft objection will be, the danger ot 
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as the quantity to be iffued would‘be very 

Feat. On which I obferve, that if the fum 
be too large, ifue only two thirds and 
provide for the other third fome other 
way.
